Development Will Bring Radio Movies 
Right Into the Home 

The family of the not far distant 
is promised radio movies (o add to fts 
evening's entertainment, 

Radio engineers” base their hopes 
for the development of the new 
science of television on a crude ap: 
paratus exhibited in New York 
by Dr. EB. F. W. Alexanderson, eon- 
sulting engineer of the General Elee- 
tric Company, and of the Radio Cor- 
poration of America, which causes 
seven little shots of light to eyrate 
and blend across a screen, 

Demonstrating his apparatus before 
the Institute of Radio Engineers, Dr. 
Alexanderson, by rotating these light 
dots rapidly, caused the entire screen 
to be covered by lines of light of dif- 
ferent intensity. 

The remaining problem, he explain- 
ed, is to modify these lines by a re- 
| fected Image so that the various tone 
values will be projected by electrical 
processes to the carrier wave and 
through the receiving instrument to 


-| the sereen. 


Radio photography {fs now an ac- 
complished fact, he sald. A simple 
photograph, five or six inches, can 
|now be sent through the air in two 
minutes, by the dot and dash system, 
Dr. Alexander sald, however, that he 
lis experimenting with another method 
| which, under ideal conditions, pro- 
| duces a smoother reproduction of a 
| photograph at a greater speed. 

By Dr. Alexanderson’s method, the 
radio photographs are made as ff a 
‘brush or pen vibrated by electric im- 
pulses, were drawn rapidly up and 
| down the picture, registering black 
lor grey or white. 

By this method, Dr. Alexanderson 
said, he has broadcast three pictures 
Schenectady to his laboratory, 
two miles away. They were pictures 
of 24 inches, and were made in two 


| minutes. 


“We may speculate,” he said, “about 
{ts practical usefulness, whether Its 
greatest importance is going to be 
public amusements, transmission of 
pictures, or moving picture films to 
|}show the news features from distant 
parts of the world.

Gooderham, the Dominion Apiarist, in 
his bulletin on Winterng Bees in Can- 
ada, are: First, strong (that is to say 
populous) colonies consisting mainly 
of young bees; second, an abundance 
of wholesome stores, and, third ade- 
protection from cold and 
changeable temperatures. 

For the carrying out of these condi- 
tions Mr. Gooderham advises that for 
‘outdoor wintering the bees should be 
packed in their cases in the fall and 
}that for cellar wintering they should 
be taken in before settled cold weath- 
er commences; that the cases for out- 

| door wintering should be large enough 
‘to hold sufficient packing in addition 
to the colonies and should be tight to 
prevent ihe packing becoming wet; 
{that the apiary be surrounded with a 
!good wind-break; that indoors the 
cellar be protected from outdoor tem- 
peratures so that the temperature may 
|be kept within a range of from 45 to 
50 degrees F; that the cellar be kept 
dark, fairly dry, and provided with a 
food system of ventilation; that the 
bees be not disturbed after being 
placed in winter quarters; that they 
|be left in the cellar until nectar and 
| pollen are available in the spring, and 
lthat outdoor-wintered bees be left in 
their cases until the end of May or 
early June,
